Saudi Arabia 

The Saudi news agency, in a terse report today, says 
that the Defense Ministry has ordered all military per- 
sonnel on leave to return to their unit s immediately 

"because of the present circumstances." 
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USSR - Southeast Asia 

Today's Pravda commentary on the Indochina conflict 
warns that the '‘conflagration may spread," but otherwise 
does not go beyond prior Soviet statements. Its attribu- 
tion to "Igor Aleksandrov" — apparently the "I. Aleksan- 
drov" whose signature has signaled high-level approval of 
statements on China in the past — indicates continuing 
deliberation in Moscow over possible responses to the 
Chinese invasion of Vietnam. The commentary states that ocv-i 
the USSR will fulfill its treaty commitments to Vietnam, 
but asserts again that Hanoi is capable of succ essfully 
defending itself. 


USSR-US 


The USSR yesterday formally complained to the US 
Embassy in Moscow that the US cruiser South Carolina had 
violated the 1972 Incidents at Sea agreement Monday and 
yesterday in the eastern Mediterranean. The Soviets al- 
leged that the South Carolina repeatedly maneuvered with- 
in a Soviet naval formation — which included the new air- 
craft carrier Minsk — im peding the formation and c reating 
dangerous situations. j 
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Japan 


The US Embassy in Tokyo reports that the compromise 
reached yesterday in the Diet on Japanese purchase of 
E-2C early warning aircraft from the US appears to be a 
significant success for Prime Minister Ohira's style of 
managing the legislature. A Japanese Defense Agency 
official has told the Embassy he believes the schedule 
for purchase will be delayed by no more than three months, 
if at all. The Embassy comments that Ohira avoided 
forcing the issue, allowed the opposition full opportun- 
ity for political posturing, and secured his objective of 
separating approval of the budget from the Grumman case . 
The compromise on the timing of freeing funds for the 


purchase is such that the opposition no longer 
effective leverage for preventing the purchase.

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France-Mexico 


President Giscard is scheduled to begin a four-day 
visit to Mexico today. In interviews with Mexican media 
yesterday, Giscard said France is interested in purchas- 
ing oil in quantities beyond the 100,000 barrels per day 
it has contracted to buy beginning next year and, in 
turn, is willing to cooperate actively in developing 
Mexico's petroleum, nucl ear, telecommunications, and
